The expedition’s report on its work 
this summer has just arrived in Lon- 
don. 

The village of Dendra is at the foot 
of an acropolis crowned by the ruins’ 
of the Homeric fortress of Midea, 
which, with the citadels of Mycenae 
and Tiryns, composed the famous trin- 
ity of Mycenwan castles in Argolis. 


The discoveries announced today go 
back to about 1350 B. C., to the pre- 
Hemeric bronze age, and rélics 
found in the tomb are of gréater an-. 
\tiquity than that.
